Jack’s other interests included the 
swim team (and I suspect girls). 

After he finished high school, Jack 
went into the US Navy and interestingly 
enough struck for electronics technician 
just like David, KA4KKF. He was an E6 
also and was primarily trained on the re- 
pair and maintenance of HF equipment. 

One of his more interesting duty 
stations was Annapolis, Maryland where 
he worked with some VLF equipment 
which you may know is (was ?) used for 
underwater submarine communications. 
There were more than 100 transmitters 
at this site. The antenna system had 
been built in the 1930’s and the ground 
system had significantly deteriorated by 
the time Jack got there. When he went 
to the basement of his billet to iron his 
whites, he could copy CW through the 
iron. 

When President Nixon began pull- 
ing out of the Vietnam conflict, Jack 
(who had joined the Navy to avoid Viet- 
nam) was sent to Vietnam as an 
advisor/instructor in electronic repair. 
He also was stationed at Guam at one 
time on a submarine tender. (apparently 
never ran across David in his VLF or 
sub tender activities). 

When Jack was stationed at the 
Great Lakes Naval Station in North Chi- 
cago, he attended a USO Valentines 
dance in Milwaukee where he met his 
wife, Kathy. They have three sons who 
are 11, 13 and 16.

After Jack mustered out of the 
Navy, he went to work for 3M Corpora- 
tion in Milwaukee and worked in field 
service on their copy machines. He got 
involved in their electronic FAX pro- 
gram and was transferred to their head- 
quarters in St. Paul, Minnesota and 
became an instructor. (for those who 
may not be aware, FAX is just Slow 
Scan TV on paper).

the testing of both Lawrenceville and 
Snellville sites for coverage, meaning 
that one or the other sites will become 
the main repeater site, with Law- 
renceville being a heavyweight because 
of all it’s backup potential, we shouid be 
on track for having one of our repeaters 
(the Mark 4) on at the main site, and the 
old repeater on as a backup at the other 
site along with a 440 downlink to either 
Lawrenceville or Snellville. 

What this means for the club is the 
ability to increase coverage in more di- 
rections than we now have and filling 
many shadows. There will be an identi- 
cal antenna at Snellville such as the one 
we now have in Lawrenceville. We can 
concentrate our signal by shifting the 
stacked dipoles around so that we get a 
90 degree pattern back into Gwinnett 
County rather than sending a signal to 
the east. 

With the new tower at Snellville, 
you will see a dramatic increase in sig- 
nal from the 440 repeater and the packet 
digipeater. I am looking forward to the 
changes as well as all of you so keep up. 
The interest and give us the support we 
need to carry out this project.

David Adcock, KA4KKF introduced the speaker for the evening, Larry Flegle, N4TMW who 
made a presentation on antique and classic radios. 


After the program and a break, the business meeting was opened by President Gould with 
introductions of club members and visitors with a total of 51 persons signing the log sheet. 


The minutes for the January meeting were approved as published in the newsletter. 
The treasurers report was given by Charles Evans, WA4QYY. 
President Gould announced the candidates for office as: 


President: Howie Gould, W4NVF; Vice President: Larry Osborne, KD4QFD; Secretary: Ike 
Chapman, KE4GYM; Treasurer: Charles Evans, WA4QYY and Cheryl McClure, KE4JKM; Ac- 
tivities Manager: David Adcock, KA4KKF; The floor was opened for other nominations and none 
were offered. A motion was made and seconded to accept the unopposed officers as stated by 
President Gould, the motion passed without opposition. The position of Treasurer was then de- 
cided by a vote of those club members present with Charles Evans, WA4QYY receiving a major- 
ity of the votes. 


President Gould then made the following appointments with acceptance of the appointment 
by the appointee:

Larry Osborne, KD4QFD reported on Ham Radio ‘95. Larry said that he had filled most of the 
slots open for working the flea market and would be calling for volunteers to fill the last remaining 
open slots. Larry also discussed the progress of the tower crew and announced that Charles 
Robison, AD4MI had volunteered to put together some contest for GARS members. 


Eddie Foust, WD4JEM reported on the repeater maintenance efforts and asked for volun- 
teers to chair and staff four maintenance work crews. One crew is needed to replace and repair 
the roofing on the generator building at the Lawrenceville site, another is needed to clean and re- 
rack the storage batteries at Lawrenceville, another is needed to test the generator at Law- 
renceville and a final crew is needed to add additional grounding for the Lawrenceville site. 


Vince Hrabosky, AE4CQ reported on the status of field day preparations. Vince said that the 
executive committee had allocated funds for food for field day and that he would be asking for a 
volunteer to chair the food committee at the March meeting. Vince also will asking for equipment 
donations for field day at the March meeting. 


President Gould asked for a volunteer to chair the GARS picnic committee and Marty Fowler, 
KE4MLH stepped forward to fill this position. 


President Gould announced that in accordance with the revised bylaws the new Board of Di- 
rectors would be composed of the immediate past three Presidents, Johnny Fearon, W4WKP; 

If any of these decline to serve then a re- 
placement is to be appointed by President Gould and confirmed by the executive committee.

Maybe he just didn’t feel like rag- 
chewing. Since he called CQ, he had a 
right to whatever kind of QSO he 
wanted. So listen; learn the caller’s pref-
